The prior art of record clearly teach or fairly suggest a method, an apparatus, a system or 
a computer program embodied on a computer readable medium, the computer program being 
configured to control a processor to perform: feature of, inter alia, selectine a role of the second 
location service entity from at least one of a home (or further) location service entity, a visited 
location service entity and a combination of a home and visited location service entities , as 
substantially described and connected to the independent claims 1, 10, 16, 21, 23, 24, 25, 28 and 
29. Furthermore, the prior art of record clearly teach or fairly suggest a method, an apparatus or 
a computer program embodied on a computer readable medium, the computer program being 
configured to control a processor to perform: features of, inter alia, performins a privacy policy 
check at the second location service entity; and preventins at the second location service entity 
processing of the rec/uest for location info v mat ion in response to a failed privacy policy check , 
as substantially described and connected to the independent claims 7, 26, 27 and 30.
